FIGHTING 
UNIONS 


Union President and Wife Be- 
ing Persecuted by Ring of 
Card-Sharks Which District 
Attorney Now Has Under 
Arrest — Organized Labor 
Pledges Him Support. 


Charging that because he assisted 
District Attorney A. B. Tinning in 
efforts to suppress gambling in Bay 
Point he and his wife are being 
hounded and persecuted by the men 
arrested in the raid on the gambling 
dens there several days ago, Fred 
Vedder, president of Boilermakers 
and Iron Ship Builders Local 25, 
appeared before the Central Labor 
Council at Martinez yesterday and 
was given unanimous endorsement 
for his yeork, 

Vedder was told by the council 
to place his case in the hands of 
Robertson and Browns. attorneys 
for the unions and to fight the mat- 


ter out to the finish. He was 
pledged the support of the organ- 
ized unions in the battle which 


he said was looming. 
In support of his charge Vedder 


claimed that his wife has already 
heen arrested on charges of disturb- 
ing the peace, charges which he 
elaims are “frames” and which he 
alleges are instigated by the coterie 
of gamblers.

Building Lots Ata 
Too Small For Law 


Inspector Wierda requests that 
our citizens look into the new State 
building laws svefore erecting 
dwellings. ® 
Building of homes upon twenty- 


new State building housing and 
tenement act which is just effective 
and which City Building Inspector 
Wierda announced will hereafter be 
enforced in the construction of new 
homes. 

The law states that in every 
living or sleeping room that there 
must be a window which is at least, 
four feet from the property line 
and opening upon an unoccupied 
space of ground at least nije feet 
square. 

The new law also provides ‘that 
no houses can be built which have 
sleeping rooms less than nine by 
ten feet for use of one adult. per- 
son, ten by twelve feet for two 
adults and ten by fifteen where and 
adult and one child sleep. 

Drastic regulations in regard to 
all building and sanitation § are 
also intluded. Copies of the law 
may be obtained by property own- 
ers and builders from Wierda.
